Tips to Prevent 
Water Freeze Ups 


The Bethel Water District held 
its monthly trustees’ meeting on 
Tuesday, Feb. 6. These meet- 
ings are open to the public and 
are held on the first Tuesday -of 
the month at 7 p. m. in the Town 
Office, If you have any questions 
concerning the trustees’ meetiiigs 
or general Water District opera- 
tions please call 824-2342 or 824- 
2669. 

The District has received many 
calls from customers concerning 
frozen services and meters caused 
by the extreme cold weather. To 
thaw a service or repair a meter 
can be costly to the customer, As 
stated by the Public Utilities Com- 
mission C. 0. #28 “All customers 
shall maintain at their own ex- 
pense the plumbing and fixtures 
within their own premises in good 
repair and protect them from 
freezing” also that “the customer 
shall provide a clean, dry, warm 
and accessible place” for the me- 
ter. If you have experienced freeze 


ups in the past, it is suggested you’ 
take steps to prevent a re-oecur-_ 


ence. This can be accomplished in 
many ways.. For example: allowing 
a faucet to run enough to cause 
the water in your pipes to be con- 
stantly moving. (Note: it is illegal 
to allow water to run or to be used 
before it is metered), if you know

mountaineering challenge on Sun- 
day, 7 

Saturday evening the falling tem- 
perature and howling wind forced 
the group close to the camp stove 
and into their sleeping bags at 
an early hour. 

A hasty breakfast on Sunday 
morning was followed by last min- 
ute equipment checks and a final 
briefing on the day ahead. At this 
time Sarah Hayden, a senior from 
Columbus, Ohio, had to back out 
from the trip because of a debili- 
‘tating cold and sore thoat, By 9 a. 
m. the group was underway in the 
——16° F, cold morning air. The ob- 
jective was Tumbledown Pond, 
which sits at an elevation of 2,500 


feet between Tumbledown Moun- 


tain and Little Jackson Mountain. 

The approach was a five-mile ski 
tour through Byron Notch. Once 
at the Tumbledown Brook Trail 
the group started: skiing up the 
mountain. This trail, as well as 
the whole southern exposure it 
‘lies on, was quite well protected 
from the wind. The group skied up 
the trail for one mile and then 
cached their skis. They began the 
final assault by foot on the snow 
crust using ski poles for balance. 
The 45° terrain coupled with occa- 
sional breaks through the snow 
crust made this last mile to the 
objective the most difficult. 

The resulting reward was some- 
thing most of the group members 
did not expect. Few had experi- 
enced such scenery and condi- 
tions. The scene was a beautiful 
mountain pond frozen flat and 
white, set in a glacial bowl of ex- 
posed rock ledges among moun- 

| tain peaks. The conditions were 
truly Arctic, a temperature of 
—20°. F. and a steady gale force 
wind of 45 m.p.h., making a wind 
chill effect of approximately 
—85° F., thus keeping the visits 
to this spot at about two. minutes 
per person. Some group members 
were knocked off their feet and 
had to crawl back down to the lee 
side trail for protection. Condi- 
tions at polar regions, or on our 
own Mt. Washington, certainly 
could not add to the severity level 
of this experience. 

The group warmed up just be- 
low the pond with a lunch featur: 
ing hot cocoa, which was made 
possible by the use of a portable 
backpacking stove. Recovery from 
the wind chill shock was coupled 
with elation at having accomplish- 
ed the objective of the adventure. 


The return to base camp was 
‘somewhat anticlimactic except for 
the down trail skiing. This activi- 
‘ty involved many interesting man- 
euvers, including countless falls. 
By Sunday evening the group 
members were back at Gould all 
happy to have accomplished what 
they set out to do — and they 
pledged to do so again!

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WHERE HAVE THE 
WHITE TAILED DEER GONE? 


Warden Service Sergeant Eric 
Wight spoke to the Bethel Rotary 
Club on Tuesday, Feb. 13, about 
the effects of climatic change and 
coyote attacks on deer herds in 
the western mountain area of 
Maine. He noted that over the past 
ten years local deey herds have 
dwindled in size and strength. In 
Andover, for instance, Wight stat- 
ed that deer kill registrations have 
dropped from an annual average 
of 200 to only 45 last year. 

According to Wight, investiga- 
tions and studies into the deer 
Situation have been conducted by 


Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont. 


and Quebec officials concerned 
with wildlife preservation and 
habits. They have noticed a pos- 
Sible correlation between increas- 
ingly severe winters in an area 
covering northern Vermont and 
New Hampshire and this mountain 
area of Maine, and a continuing 
decline in the number of deer 
recorded in this same area. Wight 
said that severe winters with long- 
er periods of snow cover over 17 
inches deep exact a heavy toll on 
deer herd strength—causing an 
increase in deaths from weakness 
and exposure in April when deer 
are at their lowest point of 
strength in the year. ; 

. “Deeper snow depths also make 
deer more vulnerable to coyote 
attack. Some small herds have 


‘ lost more than half their number 


in just one attack, The coyote in- 
-flux is occurring as part of what 
Wight sees as a natural wildlife 
balancing cyele. However, control 
of coyotes alone is not sufficient 
to ‘restore herds to the 1968 level, 
There is a great degree of diffi- 
culty involved in controlling the 
deers natural enemy and efforts 
to exterminate coyotes are not 
seen as very promising. Forest 
Management to preserve the soft 
wood deer yard protection re- 
quired for survival in the winter, 


“although an approach to solving 


the problem, runs head on into 
economic disadvantages in an area 
like this where softwood pulp is 
vital to our paper making indus- 
try. Therefore Wight sees the like- 
lihood of restrictions placed on 
hunting of the deer living in the 
management areas located on eith- 
er side of U. S. Route 2: statewide 
restrictions are unlikely, however, 
because areas outside of the moun- 


tains have an abundance of deer. ,
